Th ese losses 
are co lo ssal rath er th an “trivial” 
and the police sh ould treat th e 
driv ers wh o cause th em accord­ 
ing ly . A marked reduction in h igh ­ 
way casualties may be ach ieved if 
the police make ex amples of all 
driv ers wh o ignore th e rules of 
co mmo n courtesy and safety and 
let the courts decide h ow serious 
they were.

It was po inted o ut that while so y ­ 
bean grades are based o n test 
weights, mo isture, splits, damaged, 
kernels, and fo reign matter, it is 
the percentage o f mo isture and 
fo reign matter that has the great­ 
est influence o h the grade. The 
No * 2 grade permits a max imum 
o f 14% mo isture and a minimum o f 
3% fo reign matter. Ho wev er, J. 
M. Ragsdale o f the Misso uri Co l­ 
lege o f Agriculture, who co nduct­ 
ed the scho o l, stated that it was 
desirable that the mo isture co n­ 
tent no t ex ceed 13% if so y beans 
are to be sto red o n the farm. 


A few farmers who may be co n­ 
sidering building tempo rary silo s 
fo r co rn that has been serio usly 
damaged by the dro uth will find 
Univ ersity o f Misso uri circular 509 
helpful. Co pies may be had at o ur 
o ffice. 


A ijpw Misso uri seed law which 
became effectiv e o n August 1st 
permits a farmer to sell seed lo cal­ 
ly .fo r planting purpo ses o r to a 
seed dealer fo r recleaning o r re­ 
sale witho ut testing and tagging 
the seed. Ho wev er, if he sells and 
deliv ers this seed by way o f co m­ 
mo n carrier, sells seed at public 
sales, sells seed in any manner no t 
gro wn o n his farm, he is required 
to label and tag his seed. 
C. A. Helm, Univ ersity o f Mis­ 
so uri field cro ps man say s that if 
this new law is enfo rced it w ill 
materially increase the quality o f 
planting seed used in Misso uri. 


Pattengill Bro thers are so wing 
ry e and v etch this week in co tto n. 
J im Bo gle plans to seed a large 
acreage o f cro p land in Dix ie 
Crimso n clo v er this y ear. I do n’t 
think it is to o early to so w these 
legum es o n o ur heav y darker so ils.

Is po ultry pro fitable? Mrs. A. G.

SEOUL, Ko rea— (/P)—U. S. Ma­ 
rines to night threw back a stro ng 
third 
C h i n e s e 
co unterattack 
against Bunker Hill o n the K o ­ 
rean western fro nt. 
A Marine spo kesman said fo r an 
ho ur and 
10 minutes 750 Red 
tro o ps battled fiercely but failed 
to penetrate po sitio ns o f the Ma­ 
rines fighting fro m pre-fabricated 
bunkers. 
Flares dramatically lighted the 
sky . Marine and Co mmunist ar­ 
tillery ro ared thro ugh the dark­ 
ness. 
Chinese 
sniper 
and 
artillery 
fire began building up at dusk. It 
reached its peak at 9 p.m. Fiv e 
minutes 
later 
the 
Red 
tro o ps 
charged up the slo pe. Marines met 
it with a hail o f rifle and ma- 
chlnegun blasts. 
Marines captured the ridge early 
y esterday mo rning. Last night the 
Chinese threw 400 men against 
the leathernecks. 
Early this mo rning a Red bat­ 
talio n—abo ut 
750 
men—hit 
the 
hill again. The assault was bro ken 
at dawn. The Marines said Chi­ 
nese lo sses were “ v ery heav y .”

FOR SCREW WORMS 
Farmers in Sco tt Co unty are be­ 
ing warned to be o n the “ lo o ko ut” 
fo r screw wo rm iafestatio ns fro m 
no w thro ugh September. 
Starling Guinn, Assistant Co un­ 
ty Agent, say s that screw wo rms 
rarely appear in Misso uri befo re 
August but that it is po ssible fo r 
infestatio ns o f this liv esto ck pest 
to sho w up earlier. He ex plains 
that altho ugh the wo rms no rmally 
adv ance fro m their winter quart­ 
ers in the so uth at a rate o f abo ut 
2 5 miles per week . . . they o ften 
take a mo re rapid means o f trans­ 
po rtatio n 
by 
hitch-hiking rides 
with shipments o f liv esto ck into 
no rthern states. 
Screw wo rm infestatio ns can be 
indentified by 
the white, 
flat, 
shingel-like masses o f eggs that 
the parent flies attach to the edge 
o f an o pen wo und. The actual 
wo rms may be identified by their 
screw-like appearance fo r which 
they are named. 
Mature screw wo rms leav e the 
wo unds o f liv esto ck and dig into 
the so il when they reach abo ut a 
half inch in length. After 10 day s 
the adult fly co mes o ut o f the so il 
and is ready to start a new life 
cy cle by lay ing their eggs o n cat­ 
tle wo unds. 
The best co ntro l o f screwwo rms 
is sanitatio n and the use o f a 
medicine 
called 
EQ-3 3 5 . 
This 
chemical co ntains lindane and is 
applied to liv esto ck wo unds as a 
smear. Because o f the lasting ef­ 
fects o f lindane . . . o nce a week 
applicatio ns o f EQ-3 3 5 co ntro ls 
all but the mo st sev ere cases o f 
screwwo rm infestatio n. The use

Fall p astu res can fu rnish 
good feed for liv estock and help 
to reliv e the feed shortage on most 
farms.

grains that are seeded for fall p as­ 
tu res are in short su p p ly . This is i 
esp ecially tru e of barley and ry e 
seed. 
Those farmers bu y ing their seed 
early p robably will find the seed 
av ailable, bu t later in season ry e 
and barley seed may be hard to 
find. If y ou hav en’t already made

This lets 
u s get the p u llets on a good bal­ 
anced lay ing ration. Pu llets com­ 
ing into p rodu ction shou ld con­ 
tinu e to gain slightly

weight. Another adv antage of get­ 
ting

before 
heav y p rodu ction, continu es Cou n­ 
ty Agent Strou p , is less danger of 
throwing p u llets into a molt by 
mov ing. 
The y earling hens shou ld be 
sold or mov ed to tem p orary lay ­ 
ing q u arters two or three week s 
before the p u llets are hou sed. This 
giv es an op p ortu nity to clean ou t 
the lay ing hou se and remodel or 
rep lace ou t-of-date eq u ip ment. 
Do not forget to p rov ide p lenty 
of nests, waterers and feeders. 
Lay ers lik e comp any bu t not a 
crowd— remember to allow ade­ 
q u ate 
sp ace 
for 
each 
p u llet 
hou sed. 
Hou sing these p u llets early giv es 
u s an op p ortu nity to start a bu ilt- 
u p litter p rogram well before cold 
w eather sets in. Start the litter u s­ 
ing only two to fou r inches. Add 
more from time to time u ntil six 
to eight inches of well brok en u p , 
loose litter has accu mu lated. 
The p ou ltry man k nows that to 
secu re max im u m p rofit from the 
p u llet flock it tak es high p rodu c­ 
tion du ring the tail and early win­ 
ter months when egg p rices are 
the highest.

In addition, the silos will be 
filled with su ch emergency for­ 
age crop s as can be grown this 
fall for w inter feedings and p res­ 
ent corn that will not mak e mu ch 
grain p er acre. Su ch feed is high­ 
er in p rotein in a drou ght y ear 
du e to there being less grain to 
m atu re on it. Temp orary silos are 
not recommended ov er p ermanent 
silos. Howev er, they do hav e the 
following adv antages: (1) low di­ 
rect cost; (2) ease of constru ction; 
(3) low u p k eep ; and (4) they k eep 
silage satisfactorily . 
You can sav e mu ch v alu able 
feed by ensiling. Good silage is 
worth $10 to the ton, which is 
mu ch cheap er than 40 or 50 hay 
and ju st as good.

Retail p rices of p ork , eggs, chic­ 
k en and p otatoes mov ed higher in 
m any stores this week . The only 
foods generally lower w ere a hand­ 
fu l of fresh fru its and v egetables. 
Most fresh cu ts of p ork adv anced 
with some of tfie more p op u lar 
items lik e center-cu t chop s rising 
as mu ch as 8 cents or more a 
p ou nd. Smok ed hams and shou ld­ 
ers and bacon rose less or held 
u nchanged. 
Top grade large eggs climbed 2 
to 8 cents a dozen, reflecting a 
seasonal shortage as hot weather 
trimmed p rodu ction. 
Bu tter p rices at the wholesale 
lev el edged higher as more milk 
was div erted to flu id channels and 
ice cream m anu factu rers. 
Broiler and .fry er chick ens were 
u p as mu ch as 8 cents a p ou nd in 
some areas. This was p artly they 
resu lt of p rodu ction cu t-back s sev ­ 
eral week s ago when p rices were 
lower, and p artly the resu lt of 
higher feed p rices stemming from 
the recent drou ght. 
Beef, lamb and v eal p rices held 
at abou t last w eek ’s lev el ex cep t 
w here storek eep ers p osted sp ecial 
redu ctions to attract cu stomers. 
The widesp read drou ght of re­ 
cent week s was followed by heav y 


and p ersistent rains in many sec­ 
tions — too mu ch rain for some 
areas.

Qualified physicians, who 
wish to work for assistant fellow 
or toward fellowship in the Am eri­ 
can College of Chest Physicians, 
now can be accepted by the hos­ 
pital. In addition, a diplomate of 
the Board of Pathology has been 
addecl to the staff. Now, for the 
first tim e since World W ar II, all 
pathological examinations — bi­ 
opsy, autopsy and surgical speci­ 
mens—are made at the sanatorium. 
Thus results are more 
quickly 
available to the staff physician and 
surgeon. 


With qualified men to head the 
various sections 
within the in­ 
stitution, the service became great­ 
ly improved. There is a medical 
staff of 10, including the super­ 
intendent. 
The staff improvements are re­ 
flected in the gains in arrested 
cases which came through use of 
such antibiotics, as streptomycin, 
and increased surgery. A second 
operating room also has been add­ 
ed. As a result an average o.f 425 
major surgical 
procedures 
have 
been achieved in each of the last 
three fiscal years, in contract with 
less than 300 a year before the 
changes.

making

strides in its fight against tubercu­ 
losis at Missouri’s sanatorium at 
Mount Vernon, which has been 
operating since 1907. 
Within the last two years more 
tuberculosis \ iotims have been dis­ 
charged as “arrested cases” than 
ever before in the hospital’s his­ 
tory. All who read this report no 
doubt will rejoice with me in this 
great accomplishment. 
When I became governor in 1949 
it was my hope and aim for Mis­ 
souri to step up its fight against 
tuberculosis. We have made great 
gains, to be sure, but if the next 
General 
Assembly 
assumes its 
responsibilities realistically it can 
make 
greater 
accomplishments 
ixissible. 
Statistics show 36 per cent of 
the tuberculosis cases were a r­ 
rested in 1946; 43 per cent in 1947; 
42 per cent in 1948. Arrested cases 
now have reached 54 per cent. 


Patient days have been reduced 
by 75,000 since 1941 due to the 
increased use of new medicine and 
surgery. The average patient stay 
at Mount Vernon has been reduced 
from 400 to 250 days. The law 
provides for two classes of patients, 
free and paying, who must have 
resided in the state a year. Free 
patients are admitted on orders by 
county courts, which pay $7.50 
for each patient per month. Paying 
patients have a rate of $50 a month 
m advance. 


The sanatorium is a veritable 
city within itself. It has its own 
power plant which easily carries 
its own electrical load and in an 
emergency could supply the needs 
'f the city of Mount Vernon. It 
maintains its own laundry and has 
its own water supply from deep 
wells. 


Because milk products are so 
vital to tubercular patients, the 
hospital’s dairy has undergone a 
general overhauling. Modern dairy 
equipment has been installed, in­ 
cluding the latest in pipe 
line 
milkers, an areator, bottling and 
bottle washing machines. This so- 
called “heart-beat of the hospital” 
supplies the 
sanatorium ’s 
sweet 
milk, skimmed milk, buttermilk 
and cream from a herd of 150 line 
cows.

Advancements against the dis­

The hos­ 
pital’s round-the-clock operation, 
seven days a week, requires the 
serv ices of about 450 workers, all 
under the State Merit System Act.

The nation’s price chief, who 
plans to quit Sept. 1, told a re­ 
porter all the signs point to in­ 
creasing inflation in the next three 
months or so. 
Others Say “No” 
A rnall’s fellows in price policy­ 
making, Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer and Economic Stabilizer 
Roger L. Putnam, have discounted 
the likelihood of any big push in 
prices, but Arnall said he believes 
the steel price boost and rising 
wages in other industries will pro­ 
vide the spark to set off price in­ 
creases. 
“I still stick to my prediction 
that living costs of every fam ily 
will go up at least $100 a year as 
a result of the price boost for 
steel,” Arnall said. “I feel that is 
a conservative figure because of 
other factors involved.

As a result of ceiling boosts for 
steel, alum inum and copper— the 
three basic metals— Arnall’s O i- 
fioe of Price Stabilization (O PS), 
is at work now on an order to 
permit fabricators and m anufac­ 
turers of consumer goods to in­ 
crease ceilings. 
Scores of these producers 
a w 
besieging OPS with requests for 
the right to pass along to the 
consumer the higher cost of ma­ 
terials. Many have asked permis­ 
sion to raise their ceilings by the 
full amount of the materials cost 
increase. In addition, they point 
out 
that their labor costs and 
transportation rates have been go­ 
ing up steadily. 
More Boosts 
For this reason they contend 
they are entitled to more of a 
boost than the amount reflected 
by increased costs of raw ma­ 
terials such as steel. 
“Since big industry, the big pro­ 
ducers 
of 
these 
raw 
materials 
have been given ceiling increases, 
you can’t expect to stand by and 
see the smaller firms down the 
line absorb that additional cost,” 
A rnall said.

violations of

costs 
hundreds of 
lives 
and 
injure 
thousands in street and highway 
accidents. 
It makes sence to direct the 
greater part of our enforcement 
effort against the more flagrant 
offenders—the 
speeders and the 
drinking drivers who cause far 
more than half of the fatal and 
serious accidents. But other traffic 
law violators should not be over­ 
looked by the police, because their 
contribution to the grisly record is 
higher than most people realize. 
Consider, for instance, the driver 
who fails to observe a “stop” sign 
or to yield the right-of-way to an­ 
other vehicle or a pedestrian. One 
death in every ten, and 27 of every 
IOO injuries, in traffic accidents 
are caused by this type of driver. 
Such offenses, regarded as “minor” 
by millions of motorists, cost 2.800 
lives and injured 
325,000 others 
last year. At rural intersections 
alone, the victims of such drivers 
have tripled and their toll of in­ 
jured has multiplied IO times in 
the last two decades. 
“Cutting in” caused another 200 
deaths and 30.000 injuries in 1950. 
Reckless driving cost more than 
2,300 lives and injured over 100,- 
000 persons, while drivers who 
passed cars on the wrong side kill­ 
ed, pearly 1,000 more and injured 
pver 100,000 persons. These losses 
are colossal rather than “trivial" 
and the police should treat the 
drivers who cause them accord­ 
ingly. A marked reduction in high­ 
way casualties may be achieved if 
the police make examples of all 
drivers who ignore the rules of 
common courtesy and safety and 
let the courts decide how serious 
they were.

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Mississippi County Farm News

Many M ississippi County corn 
fields that would have produced 
IOO bushels or m ore of corn per 
acre, if th e season had been aver­ 
age or better, will fail to reach the 
IOO bushels m ark by varying num ­ 
bers of bushels because of the u n ­ 
usually hot, dry season. W hile 
actual harvesting and weighing is 
the only sure way to determ ine 
fo m yields, there are several ways 
of arriving at .fairly close esti­ 
m ates before the crop is m ature. 
M any people are asking w hether 
we are going to have any farm ers 
qualify for the IOO bushel club 
th is year. O ur answ er is yes. Am- 
burgey and I are w illing to go a 
little further and nam e a few that 
we estim ate to have as much as 
five acres th at will produce IOO 
bushels or more. A few of these 
are K irb Anderson, Ben Davidson, 
George Hesselrode, Frank Johnson, 
E. E. Lett, Rex M ainord, Byron 
and Fred M oxley, W. C. Leigh, C. 
M. Lough, Jr., and J. E. Scott. 
We are quite sure that there are 
a num ber of others whose fields 
we haven’t had occasion to ex ­ 
am ine th at will qualify by produc­ 
ing IOO bushels or m ore per acre. 
Com yields can’t be estim ated by 
looking over the fence but a few 
good prospects that we have noted 
in going about the county are: 
Am brose T urner, H erm an Duenne, 
G ilbert 
Bryant, 
Rolwing 
Bros., 
K arl M arshall, Noah Heath, R. H. 
W illiams, Ralph Pattengill and A. 
L. Stevenson. 
Elsew here there is an announce­ 
m ent of a scries of farm m eetings 
on Tuesday of next week w here 
farm ers will be invited to see some 
good corn and w here dem onstra­ 
tions of estim ating corn yields will 
be given. 


Some advantages to both, the 
buyer and the seller, of buying 
soybeans on the basis of grade 
were pointed out at a soybean 
buyers school held in Charleston 
last week. T he school was conduct­ 
ed by the Extension Service p ri­ 
m arily for the benefit of buyers. 
It was pointed out th at while soy­ 
bean grades are based on test 
weights, m oisture, splits, dam aged, 
kernels, and foreign m atter, it is 
the percentage of m oisture and 
foreign m atter th at has the great­ 
est influence on the grade. The 
No. 2 grade perm its a m axim um 
of 14% m oisture and a m inim um of 
3% foreign m atter. However, J. 
M. Ragsdale of the Missouri Col­ 
lege of A griculture, who conduct­ 
ed the school, stated that it was 
desirable th at the m oisture con­ 
te n t not exceed 13% if soybeans 
are to be stored on the farm . 


Pattengill B rothers are sowing 
rye and vetch this week in cotton. 
Jim Bogle plans to seed a large 
acreage of crop land in Dixie 
Crim son clover this year. I don’t 
think it is too early to sow these 
legum es on our heavy darker soils. 
Usually it is not advisable to sow 
before the m iddle af Septem ber on 
light sandy soils. 


Is poultry profitable? Mrs. A. G. 
Jackson finds one way to answ er 
this question is to keep some rec­ 
ords. O ur office will glady furnish 
sim ple and yet com plete form s for 
keeping such records. O ur record

year on Septem ber 1. Any poultry

However, seed 
supplies of this variety are lim ited 
and those who have to accept a 
second choice will do very well to 
choose N ebraska or K ansas Com­ 
mon. Oklahom a seed is proving 
satisfactory w here it carries the 
official state approval to give as­ 
surance that it does not contain 
any Peruvian. 
W here alfalfa seedings are m ade 
on land that has grown the crop 
for a num ber of years and w here 
there is an indication that w ilt 
diseases are present, grow ers will 
do well to select R anger or B uf­ 
falo varieties w hich are developed 
for w ilt resistance, although on 
wilt free land they probably won’t 
yield as well as A tlantic. 


A few farm ers who may be con­ 
sidering building tem porary silos 
for corn that has been seriously 
dam aged by the drouth will find 
U niversity of Missouri circular 509 
helpful. Copies may be had at our 
office. 


A npw M issouri seed law which 
becam e effective on August 1st 
perm its a farm er to sell seed local­ 
ly .for planting purposes or to a 
seed dealer for recleaning or re ­ 
sale w ithout testing and tagging 
the seed. H owever, if he sells and 
delivers this seed by way of com ­ 
mon carrier, sells seed at public 
sales, sells seed in any m anner not 
grown on his farm , he is required 
to label and tag his seed. 
C. A. Helm, U niversity of Mis­ 
souri field crops m an says th at if 
this new law is enforced it w ill 
m aterially increase the quality of 
planting seed used in Missouri.

BE ON “LOOKOUT” 
FOR SCREW WORMS 
Farm ers in Scott County are be­ 
ing warned to be on the “ lookout” 
for screw worm infestations from 
now through September. 
Starling Guinn. Assistant Coun­ 
ty Agent, says that screw worms 
rarely appear in Missouri before 
August but that it is possible for 
infestations of this livestock pest 
to show up earlier. He explains 
that although the worms norm ally 
advance from their winter quart­ 
ers in the south at a rate of about 
25 miles per week . . . they often 
take a more rapid means of trans­ 
portation 
by 
hitch-hiking 
rides 
with shipments of livestock into 
northern states. 
Screw worm infestations can be 
indentified by 
the white, 
flat, 
shingel-like masses of eggs that 
the parent flies attach to the edge 
of an open wound. The actual 
worms may be identified by their 
screw-like appearance for which 
they are named. 
M ature screw worms leave the 
wounds of livestock and dig into 
the soil when they reach about a 
half inch in length. After 10 days 
the adult fly comes out of the soil 
and is ready to start a new life 
cycle by laying their eggs on cat­ 
tle wounds. 
The best control of screwworms 
is sanitation 
and the use of a 
medicine 
called 
EQ-335. 
This 
chemical contains lindane and is 
applied to livestock wounds as a 
smear.

You can save much valuable 
feed by ensiling. Good silage is 
worth $10 to the ton, which is 
much cheaper than 40 or 50 hay 
and just as good.

Pork, Egg 
Prices Show 
Increase

Retail prices of pork, eggs, chie- 
j ken and potatoes moved higher in 
many stores this week. Tile only 
foods generally lower were a hand­ 
ful of fresh fruits and vegetables. 
Most fresh cuts of pork advanced 
with some of the more popular 
items like center-cut chops rising 
as much as 8 cents or more a 
pound. Smoked hams and should- j 
ors and bacon rose less or held I 
unchanged. 
Top grade large eggs climbed 2 
to 8 cents a dozen, reflecting a 
seasonal shortage as hot weather 
trimmed production. 
Butter prices at the wholesale 
level edged higher as more milk 
was diverted to fluid channels and 
ice cream manufacturers. 
Broiler and .fryer chickens were 
up as much as 8 cents a pound in 
some areas. This was partly they 
result of production eut-backs sev­ 
eral weeks ago when prices were 
lower, and partly the result of 
higher feed prices stemming from 
the recent drought. 
Beef, lamb and veal prices held 
at about last week’s level except 
where storekeepers posted special 
reductions to attract customers. 
The widespread drought of re­ 
cent weeks w'as followed by heavy 


and persistent rains in many sec­ 
tions — too much rain for some 
areas. 
Snap 
beans, 
blackberries 
and cauliflower were adversely af­ 
fected and potato digging was de­ 
layed in many parts ol the east, 
tightening the supply and pushing 
prices higher. 
Spinach and lettuce also worked 
a little higher, lait bwts, cabbage, 
celery, eggplant and peppers were 
lower in most markets. Corn, cu- 
cumqbers and onions wert in the 
good buy class price wise. 
As for fresh fruits, peaches, can- 
teloupes, honeydew melons, lemons 
limes, cherries and eastern apples 
all were a little lower, and grapes 
were down sharply.

This state is 
making 
great 
strides in in fight against tubercu­ 
losis at Missouri’s sanatorium at 
Mount Vernon, which has been 
operating since 1907. 
Within the last two years more 
tuberculosis victims have been dis- 
( hargt d as “arrested cases” than 
ever before in the hospital’s his­ 
tory. All who read this report no 
doubt will rejoice with me in this 
great accomplishment. 
When I became governor in 1949 
it was my hope and aim for Mis­ 
souri to step up its fight against 
tuberculosis. We have made great 
gains, to be sure, but if the next 
General 
Assembly 
assumes its 
responsibilities realistically it can 
make 
greater 
accomplishments 
possible. 
Statistics show 36 per cent of 
the tuberculosis cases were a r­ 
rested in 1946; 43 per cent in 1947; 
42 per cent in 1948. Ai rested cases 
now have readied 54 per cent. 


Advancements against the dis­ 
ease were flossible mainly through 
two moves—staff improvements 
and adapation of methods of treat­ 
ing the affliction through use of 
medicine and surgery. The hos­ 
pital’s round-the-clock operation, 
seven days a week. requires the 
serv ices of about 450 workers, all 
under the State Merit System Act. 
Mount Vernon’s medical staff 
was inadequate in 1949. In that 
year the staff consisted of only 
two men, one of them Dr. C. A. 
Brasher, suflorintendent and medi­ 
cal director of the hospital. 
Since that time the sanatorium 
has received the cooperation of 
the American 
College of 
Chest 
Physicians and it has recognized 


staff of IO, including the super­ 
intendent. 
The staff improvements are re­ 
flected in the gains in arrested 
cases which came through use of 
such antibiotics, as streptomycin, 
and increased surgery. A second 
operating room also has been add­ 
ed. As a result an average af 425 
major surgical 
procedures 
have 
been achieved in each of the last 
three fiscal years, in contract with 
less than 300 a year before the 
changes. 


Patient days have been reduced 
by 75,000 since 1941 due to the 
increased use of new medicine and 
surgery. The average patient stay 
at Mount Vernon has been reduced 
from 400 to 250 days. The law 
provides for two classes of patients, 
free and paying, who must have 
resided in the state a year. Free 
patients are admitted on orders by 
county courts, which pay $7.50 
for each patient per month. Paying 
patients have a rate of $50 a month 
in advance. 


The sanatorium is a veritable 
city within itself. It has its own 
power plant which easily carries 
its own electrical load and in an 
emergency could supply the needs 
of the city pf Mount Vernon. It 
maintains its own laundry and has 
its own water supply from deep 
wells. 


Because milk products are so 
vital to tubercular patients, the 
hospital’s dairy has undergone a 
general overhauling. Modern dairy 
equipment has been installed, in­ 
cluding the latest in pipe 
line 
milkers, an areator, bottling and 
bottle washing machines. This so­ 
called “heart-beat of the hospital” 
supplies the 
sanatorium's 
sweet 
milk, .skimmed milk. buttermilk 
and cream from a herd of 150 fine 
cows. 


In order to obtain physicians 
and other employees more readily 
I and, of course, for the convenience 
of the hospital, new housing fa­ 
cilities were provided. Nine cot­ 
tages were built for physicians and 
a new 73-bed dormitory was pro­ 
vided for employees.
